A pirated 10-inch long player, 
containing 12 top selections of 
mixed urtists, selis for about $0 
compared with an LP containing 
the work of one recording star 
which would sell for anything 
between $18 to $24. The sur- 
foce recordings of these pirated 
discs are poor, but the local 
tecnager, as avidly interested as 
his counterpart anywhere else 
in the world, certainly doesn't 
complain, He gets hig favourl- 
tes, Elvis Presley, Pat Boone 
Paul Anka, Frank Sinatra and 
Ricky Nelson all on one disc 
for next to nothing. 

There are at present believed 
to be at least five pressing 
plants in Formosa producing 
these pirated discs, 

Hongkong js the focal point 
of distribution.
